Regarding claim 24 (also method claim 3 1) the prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest alone or in combination, the combination of elements particularly the 
magnetically inducible core together with first and second pluralities of printed 
circuit boards disposed at first and second ends and, conductors insulated from the 
core and running through the core connecting the first and second plurality of 
boards. The prior art of Kwong et al discusses some claim elements except for a 
plurality of circuit boards no insulation for the electrical connectors and no 
magnetically inducible core.
